Proceedings in Congress,
THE CONETITUTIONAL AMENDMENT,

Mr. Stevesg, from the Committes on Recon.
straction of the Capitol, reported the Hot Joint
Resolutlon proposing an ameadment to the Con
stitution, with the Amendinent 8o as to read as
follows:—

Resoloed, By the Senate and House of Repre-
sentatives of the Uulled Swates in Congress ns-
sembled, two-thirds of both Houses concurring,
including the Rotunda, that the following artieles
be proposed to the members of the several States
a8 an Amendwent to the Constitution, and
shall ps valld as @ part of the said Con-

stitution, viz :—Represcututives and Members of
Congress ghall, on leaving thelr seats, go straight
1o thelr Hotels and Boarding-housges, (as Homes
they are supposed to have none), and not linger
around the restaurant of the Capltol; and there
sball be neither Cakes or Candles gold in the
Rotunda or involuntary servitude behind aopy
Candy or Oake stand by any party, without dis.
tinotion of race er color, except as & punishment

for crime, whereof thé party Shall have been
duly convicted, Provided, nothing in this clause
shall exclude Bootblacks, Italian or African, nor
Indlans, untaxed, from their usual avocations in
the Rowunda; but shall refer particularly to
Amencans of African or Irish descent selling
things that are at variance with the American
and Human Constitution.

Mr. Eronmoee (Wis,) inquired whether the
words “nothing in this clause’! referred to the
claws ol the party desling out the candies, and
it #o, he would propose an amendment to the
amendment fo refer particularly to Molasses
Candy, that no daws should cnter into the
ariicle.

Mr, Brevess replied that if the member had
paid attention to the whole sentence, he would,
sec that the claws referred omly 1o the halt
breeds, whether Africans, Indians, or Irish, for
to the “pure (breeds) all things are pnre,”

Mr, Wrignr (N, J,) supgested that probably
the repeated vigits to the Rotunda sccoanted for
the Hotund-ty of most of the members, (Ap-
plause in the galleries. )

The Speaker said he should have to elear the
galleries it any joke or pun made by the mem-
bers was appreciated by persons so far aliove
them. (Repeated cheering, during whica the
Bpeaker took his seal.)

Mr. Ravuoxn (N. Y.) sald the Z¥mes has
chunged (cries of joke! joke!), and the radicals
are moving heaven and earth, and he might say,
things under the earth, for no later than yester-
day he sew four tables, that looked llke peanut
stands, brought up out oi' the cellar and carted
away, To carry out thuir Abolition uotions,
they sbolished the cake tables and elavery, bul
falled to stop the eultivation of sugar or mo-
lnsses, aud now, In their rage, want to abolish
Molasees Candy in the Capitol.

He coneluded by saying that it would be im-
